The Ship) New York. 

Last October a convention was held at 
Stone Mountain to take steps towards in- 
augurating a system of shipping iruits 
and vegetables to New York, similar to the 
famous * Green Linc.” A committee was 
appointed to confer with the railroads and 
steamers in relation to the subject. That 
committee urged the adoption of the fol- 
lowing plan: 

First. Cara adapted to the transportation 
of fruits and vegetables, thoroughiy ven- 
tilated, yet free from undue exposure. 

Second, Stated days assigned at each 
station for the reception of this class of 
freight. 

Third, Cars, when loaded, to be sealed 
up and attached to the first passenger train 
bound Northward. 


Fourth, Cars to be transferred at Augus- 
ta, without detention, to the South Caro- 
lina Railrvad, and there attached to the 
first passenger train going to Charleston. 

Fifth, A liberal rate of freight to the 
shipper. 

The far-seeing Assistant Superintendent 
of the Georgia Railroad replied at_once 
ates assurance of his hearty concurrence 
in the plan. The South Carolina Railroad. 
it is believed, willdolikewise. The steam- 
ers plying between Charleston and New 
York, of which Messrs. James Adger & Co 
are Agents, we see by a letter to the 
Augusta Chronicle and Sentinel from J. 
C. Derby, Esq., of New York, are preparing 
“Rutter’s Patent Transportation Box,” for 
the forwarding of early fruits and veget- 
ables to New York. We are pleased to see 
that they are taking such prompt action 
looking tothe fostering of this trade. 

Another important item connected with 
this movement, is the fact that the com- 
mittee made such ample arrangements 
that detention of produce at Charleston 
will be impossible, should the trains arrive 
on schedule time, and the steamers leave at 
the time appointed. They succeeded too 
in reducing the commission for selling 
these products in New York, one-half. 

What are our friends along the lines of the 
two roads doing? Clubs should be formed. 
packing depots established, and measures 
looking towards a concentration of effort 
adopted. Ifaclub is formed in every town 
along the line oi the Georgia Road and its 
branches, it will develope, to a large ex- 
tent, the resources not only of that road.

Tue INsPecTIoN OF FERTILIZERS.—Wc 
learn that Jndge John D. Pope, of the At- 
lanta Circuit, will, at the April term of 
Fulton Superior Court, charge the Grand 
Jury to indict all parties who violate the 
law approved September 17th, 1868, enti- 
tled an act to protect the planters of this 
State from imposition in the sale of fertil- 
izers. For the inform:.tion of dealers we 
___ give sections two and three. 

“Sec. II. It shall be the duty of every 
Inspector of Fertilizers, when requested by 
the owner or person in charge thereof, to 
inspect all fertilizers within their respec- 
tive counties, or any other county within 
this State, and to stamp or brand the pack- 
ages, thereof, with his name as Inspector, 
and the name of the county in which heis 
Inspector; and he shall also furnish the 
per-on procuring the inspection a certifi- 
cate shuwing the date of the inspection, 
the place at which it was made, and the 
character and the quality of the fertilizer, 
etc., to be inspected. 

“Sec. ILI. Any person who shall sell any 
fertilizer within this State without its hav- 
ing been so inspected, stamped and certi- 
fied, or any person who shall use an In- 
spector’s certificate to induce or influence 
the sale of any other fertilizer than that 

“to which it was applicable, when given by 
‘the Inspector, or any Inspector who shall,

WasHINGTON, March 16.—-The fight 
waxes warm, and the question is, **Whose 
faultis ic?” That it is to be a “war to the 
knife and the knife to the hilt” is now uni- 
versally conceded, but who is to blame tor 
the family feud? Many predicted just 
such a state of things, but no one sup- 
posed the ruptute would take place so soon. 
it was argued that quiet would be main- 
tained until the spoils of victory had been 
parcelled out, for even the belligerent 
spirit of Radicalism is capable of nursing 
wrath, and keeping it warm as long as 
there isa chance for spoils and plunder. 
But so full of spleen and hate are some of 
the Radical leaders that they have precipi- 
tated the contest of factions, and we are 
already in the midst of war. 

The civil-office-tenure bill is made the 
pretext ior strife among professing friends 
and the resolution reported by Senator 
Trumbull. providing for a suspension ot 
Lhe act until the meeting of the next Con- 
gress. led to a moat significant debate in 
the Senate to-day, in which Mr. Mortor 
declared that the proposition meant. dis- 
trust, aad the purpose was to put President 
-Grapt on probation or on trial, and so de- 
clare tothe country. Senator Morton pre- 
ferred that the law should stand as it was 
than to have passed a resolution reflecting 
80 offensively upon'the Chief Magistrate 
of the nation. 

Such is the view taken by the President’s 
friends of the war now commenced upon 
the new Administration, end in which the 
elements of bitter strife will be intensified 
as the spoils becomeexhanusted.

Butler, of Massachusetts, contended that 
the article purchased by the Government 
should be the pure metal, to be alloyed at 
the mint. The contest was an angry one, 
and resulted in recommitting the bill Now 
the secret of all this patriotic talk is simply 
this: If the nickel be purchased in its na- 
tive condition it must be purchased of a 
constituent of Mr. Kelley’s, from whom 
alone a sufficient supply could be had to 
meet the public demand; but if the pure 
article should be wauriees by the provisions 
of the bill. then. and in that event, Mr. W. 
H. Remmington, of Massachusetts, a con- 
stituent of Butler’s, will secure a monop- 
oly under his patent, granted in September 
last by the United States, and since then 
patented in all the States of Europe. 

Thus it will be seen that our statesmen 
have an eye to private jobs in discussing 
almost every question which arises in nu- 
tional legislation. Many times these jubs 
are not apparent, but yet they exist, how- 
ever adroitly they may be covered up in 
blustering declarations of public necessity 
or national welfare.

‘CotTTon Statistics.—Some highly intér- 
esting information in relation to the pro-% 
duction and manufacture of cotton in this 
country, is contained in the recently pub- 
ished report of the National Association 
of Cotton Manufacturers and Planters. At 
the present time it appears that the num- 
ber of cotton mills in the Northern States 
is 664, running 6.359.020 spindles, and con- 
euming annually 385.952.021 tonnds of the 
raw material. In the southern States there 
are but 86 mills, running 225.063 spindles 
and consuming annually 31.415.750 pounds. 
Cempared with the number of mills in 
operation in the year 1860, there are some 
one hundred fewer running now than 

en, 

During last year the total consumption 
of cotton for manufacturing purposes was 
450,000,000 pounds. Acthe usual estimate 
of four hundred pounds to the bale, 1,125.- 
000 bales were:consumed or about one half 
the whole production of the United States. 
The aggregate consumption during 1868 
in Europeand America combined. was 2.- 
054,105000 pounds against 1.976.520,000 
pounds in 1858; and 2,284.901.000 pounds in 
1859. Since the first of January of the 
present year, the receipts of cotton in the 
city of New Orleang have already exceeded 
the whole receipts of 1867 and 1868. Up to 
the first of September, 1868, in tbat city, 
669.000 bales have been received ; up to thie 
first of March of the current year, 671,v00 
bales have been received. 

The total receipts ‘at all the Southern 
ports, however, since the beginning of the 
year, are estimated as about equal to those 
of last season; New Orleans running up 
her large amount by reason ofthe great 
success ef the planters who cultivate cot- 
fon in the region adjacent to her port. 
Last season the cotton crop in the Missis 
sippi Valley was very light, this year it is 
cor-espondingly rey A Unless some un- 
timely disaster befall, it is almost certain 
that the total yield of the Valley this sea- 
son will reach 900.000 bales, which at aver- 
age rates, will be worth, in money, the 
large sum of $90.000.000. Itis estimated 
that the product of the whole South will 
exceed, in money valuc. $200.000.000.
